Forty More Lives Quenched in the 


Waters of the Great Lakes, 


A Volcano In Japan. 


A recent number of Tho Japnn Weekly 


Mail contains u short account of a night as- 
cent of the nctivOjVolcano Asainayama. The 
party loft Karnisawu. iu tho afternoon, and 
commenced the ascout from tho eastern siclo 
about sutisot. Tho sky was perfectly clear, 
and the summit was reached an hour before 
midnight. Tho wind, blowing from the south, 
carried ten sulphurous vapor away to the 
northward, and thus tho ascent was made less 
uncomfortable. 
Tho party saw quite to the 


bottom of tho crater, which presented the ap- 
pcaranco of a furnace) filled with glowing 
coals. Tho sound of tho roni-ing, hissing and 
bubbling is described as loud and awful. The 
walls ot the crator arc of a light brown color, 
and wo composed of successive Inyei's marked 
out with striking regularity, like t.hc scats in 
an ompitheatre. Allowing ten of thcso layer;) 
to each interval of twenty feet, the depth 
from the surface, to tho incandescent matter 
would appefu- to boOO fcet. Tb/_> periphery 
of tho crator is about half a mile, although 
tho Japanese calrulato ic ut two miles and u 
hnlf.—Boston Transcript.

g(Uo Thursday twenty niilos off: Jlunitou 
Islaud, becamo watoi logged and wont ashore 
near Herring lake. Both aro a total loss 
and tho two crows of fifteen men in all wore 
lost with tho exception of ono man, C. W. 
Aimk Ono body has washed ashore, at tho 
mouth of Herring creek. Papers on his body 
show his naino to 1)0 William Lowy. The 
Marinetto wjis so old that tho Inland Lloyds 
would not classify hor. Tho Mone-kaimoo was 
but throe years old and wo., rated A and 
valued at, $1/0,000. Thoy wore both owned 
by the M. B, lino, of Itacino, but wero in tlio 
employ of Algor, Smith & Co., ot this city, 
owners of tho Manistiquo, to whom tho tum- 
bor bolonged, 


Tho Menekrtukoo^ crow consisted of Capt. 


James Cox, of Port Huron; Mate- John Bunt 
ing, of Detroit; Cook William Lowry, of 
Buffalo; William Arbloy, of Port Huron, 
and three other 
foremost sailors whoso 


names aro not laiown. The Marinetto's crew 
were: Willium Mitchell, Chicago, captain, 
and seven others, including Annis and a 
woman cool: and her daughter. They all 
hailed from Chicago, 


CHICAGO, >"ov. a).— It is reported hero by 


private teiegrap'a from Frankfort, Mich., 
that probably the- Manistiquo has gone down 
with al! hands. 


After losing sight of hor consorts tho 


stoamor was put about for tho west shore, 
but it was toolato then, for the gnle had 
reached iti height, and sho was incapable, 
with all her power, to withstand it. Just 
what accident befel her to send her to the 
bottom will ucrhaps never be known, as not 
a singlo member of her crew w loft to tell 
tho talc. The ilanistiquo was well provided 
with lifeboats and rafts, but nothing short 
of a liner could havo survived the wind and 
sea on that shoru Thursday night. Part of 
her wreckage has washed ashore, but no 
traco of bodies of her crow him been found 
us yet. 


Tho crew of tha Manistiquo consisted of 


sixteen persons, of whom only tho following 
nro known: Walter Ashley, Port Huroa, 
captain; William Barr, Detroit, engineer. 
Thero wero besides two mates, ft cook, a 
second engineer, two llrcmen, two wheelmen, 
four deckhands and two watchmou. Another 
disaster, which probably rosuttod in tho loss 
of a vessel and her entire crow, was tho loss 
of tho scow Helen, of this port. Sho left 
hero Monday night for Muskegon, Mich., and 
ia supposed to havo reached that port about 
the timo tho westerly gale- began blowing. 
All that has boon found'of her is a quarter- 
board bearing her namo. Sho win owned 
and commanded by Cnpt. John Van Thod- 
dan, cf this port, and carried a crow of. four 
oen. His wit'o was aboard as cook. Just 
before tho vessel left port Mrs, Van Thaddan 
sent he:' two yunn^ children ashore, they 
having been aboard all season, but she re- 
fused to accompany thorn herself, although 
earnestly solicited to do so by her friuuds. 


A telegram from Muskegon, Mich., says: 


Wreckage continues to come ashore, and it 
undoubtedly is that of the schooner Helen, 
of Chicago. Hor supposed hull is floating 
about half a milo out in Lako Michigan, The 
spars and upper works woro plainly seen lato 
I'Viclnv afternoon. If it proves to bo tho 
Helen, her crow is lost. Tho sea is going 
down. 


A telegram from Ashland, Wis., says: 


N'ows has been received here that tho schooner 
Lucerne, from Ashland for Cleveland, oro- 
liidon, has sunk in Lako Superior with all 
on board. A search has disclosed tho tops of 
tho masts of a vessel projecting above tho 
water about ton milos from Ashland 
Threo 


lead bodies wero lashed to tho spars and woro 
taken to Ashland. Ono has been recognized 
is tho second mate of tlio Lueerno. Thero 
were nine souls on board. 


The whereabouts of the old schooner Will- 


iam Jones was tho subject of much anxious 
inquiry Friday, and al though telegrams were 
sent everywhere, no traco of the vessel could 
bo found. Sho left hero Wednesday night in 
light trim lor Grand Haven, a few horns bo- 
fore the northwest hurricane swopt over the 
lake, and nothing has been heard from her 
lince. Interest in hor whereabouts is intensi- 
fied by Iho fact that her owner, Capt. David 
Dall, ono of tho most famous old sailormen 
and vessel ownors on tho lake, is aboard as a 
passenger. It is not thought that tho Jones 
could havo survived tho gale, though sho was 
iu fair trim and well providhd with sails and 
gear. 


It was rumored Friday night that another 


serious disaster had occurred oil' Waukogan, 
but it was impossible to learn moro about it 
than was conveyed in a telegram to W. E. 
Holmes. The telegram said: "Warn vossol- 
mon to look out for spars of a largo vessel 
ivhich are projecting from the water near tho 
south end of tho old bar." 
Vesselmeu who 


saw this telegram thought another serious 
disaster must have occurred there. 
Their 


theory seemed probable enough when it was 
learned that a considerable Hoot of vessels 
had left Muskegon for Chicago a few hours 
before the gale.

It chloride 
of liino applied to the wound will decompose 
the virus with which it comes in contact, it is 
reasonable to assume tbat somo o£ ft will bo 
absorbed by the vessels and decompose tbo 
virus in the circulation.

assumption it is. plausible, practicable- and 
possible to mec*, the poison within the systorr 
and destroy it."
